NOTES 


These notes give only the main information which is 
heeded for interpreting the Survey figures. Fuller ex- 
planations are given in Volume-I of the Report on the 
Annual Survey of Industries, 1960. 


- (t) Registered factories—The factories covered by this 


(ii 


) 


report are these registered under the Indian 
Factories Act 1948 which employ 50 or more 
workers with the aid of power or 100 or more 
workers without the sid of power, including 
those which did not work dunng the year. Such 
factories account for about 85 per cent of India’s 
total factory employment, 


Average number of days worked—This is computed 
by adding the number of days worked by the 
factories in the State or industry as che case may 
beand dividing the aggregate by tho number of 
factories which worked during ihe yoar. 


(1) Productive cagital—Capital employed relates to 


31-12-60 in the case of factories which closed their 
accounts on that date and in other cases to the 
date on which accounts were last closed prior to 
31st December. It consists of fixed aud working 
capital. Fixed capital comprises land, buildings 
including those under construction, improve- 
ments to land and other construction; plant, 
machinery and tools (including uninstalled); 
transport equipments; other fixed assets such as 
furniture, fixtures, etc.; and intangible assets. 
Working capital consists of stocks of materials, 
stores, fuels, semi-finished goods including work- 
in-progress, and finished products and by-pro- 
ducts; cash in hand and at the bank and the 
algebraic sum of sundry creditors as represented 
by (a) outstanding factor payments, e.g., rent, 
wages, interest and dividend (b) purchases of 
goods and services, (c) short-term loans and ad- 
vances, and sundry debtors comprising amounts 
due to the factory on account of sale of goods 
and services and advances towa:ds purchase and 
tax payments. 


(iv) Rent paid for fixed captal items taken on lease or 


rent—Xt is the amount paid for the use during 
the year of any item of fixed assets taken on 
lease or rent.

(r) Number of persons employed—The average number 


«

of persons employed by each factory under 
various heads such as workers, other than workers 
ete. is computed by taking the *total attendance 
of persons in all the shifts on all working days 
and dividing it by the number of days worked. 
These averages are aggregated for all factories in 
the State or industry, as the case may be, and the 
aggregate is taken as the number of persons 
employed in the State or industry, respectively. 
It includes persons attending and on leave with 
pay such as sick leave, casual leave or paid vaea- 
tion and also those engaged in welfare activities. 


Workers—The term “workers” is used in the same 
sense as in the Factories Act 1948 but excludes 
persons holding positions of supervision or 
management or employed in a confidential posi- 
tion. Section 2(1) of the Factories Act 1948 
defines worker as & person employed directly or 
through any agency whether for wages or not, in 
any manufacturing process or in cleaning any 
part of the machinery or premises used for a 
manufacturing process or in any other kind of 
work incidental to or connected with mamufac- 


turing process. 


Other than workers—This term includes all emp- 
loyees other than workers as defined in (vt) above. 


(vit) Man-hours worked—The number of man-hours 


worked during the year is calculated by multi- 
plying the number of workers employed in each 
shift by the number of hours in the shift and ag- 
gregating the products for all shifts on all the 
working days in the year. The number of man- 
hours for a State or an industry is the total of 
the number of man-hours worked by all factories 
in that State or industry. 


(viii) Salaries and wages—The term “salaries/wages”’ 


includes all payments made in cash as compen- 


‘sation for work done during the year, e.g., basic 


wages, dearness allowance, overtime payments, 
shift allowance, leave wages, wages for paid holi- 
days, all bonuses such as profit-sharing bonus, 
production bonus, good attendance bonus, incen- 
tive bonus, etc, and other cash payments, made

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from time to time, regular and ad hoc, con- 
tractual or er-graita. 


iw) Money value of benefits—This includes the cost 


value or the net cost of the concession in respect 
of supplies made or services rendered such as 
housing, foodgrains, medical, educational, trans- 
port, recreational facilities etc., payment by way 
of pensions, gratuity, retrenchment and lay-off 
benefits; compensation for work injuries and 
occupational diseases, maternity and sickness 
benefits; employers’ contributions to provident 
fund; Employees’ State Insurance, ete, 


(x) Materials and fuels consumed—This exoludes any 


fuel or material manufactured within the fac- 
tory and consumed in it, e.g., electrical energy 
. generated and consumed within the factory. The 
coal used in generating the energy is, however, 
included since it is brought into the factory from 
outside. Materials consumed for repair and main- 
tenance are included. The value of materials, etc,, 
consumed is the cost at the factory, It includes the 
purchase price, transport charges and. other 
incidental costs, f 


(zi) Work done by other ooncerns—This comprises 


work done by other concerns on repair and 
maintenance as also manufacturing work done on, 
materials given out to tham. The cost of industrial 
services purchased is inclusive of any transport 
and other charges incurred in this connection, 


(xii) Inward transport charges, purchase agency services, 


etc.—It is the total incidental expenditure on the 
purchase of materials, etc., such as oost of tran- 
sport, purchase agency commission, taxes and 
duties paid, etc., which could not be mcluded in 
the purchase value of any individual item of 
material, ete. It also includes postage, stationery 
and printing expenses, 


(xiii) Input—It is the gross value of materials and 


fuels etc. consumed, work done by other concerns, 


products reported for sale last year but used for 
further manufacture, incidental expenditure on 

, purchase of materials ete., non-industrial services 
purchased and depreciation. Non-industrial ser- 
vices purchased include amounts paid on account - 
of audit fee, accounts and bank charges, legal 
expenses, insurance charges, local rates and fac- 

- tory licenses ete. Unlike previous years when 
depreciation was calculated at the rate allowed by - 
the Income-Tax authorities for assessing taxable 
income, depreciation has been taken as reported in, 
the factories’ returns in accordance with sub-para 
(2) of para 8 of instructions (ude p. 4 of Appen- 
dix A). 

(xw) Value of products and by-products—It represents 
the value of products and by-products manufac- 
tured forsale during the year. The value is ex- . 
factory, i.e. exclusive of any incidental expendi- 


ture on sales. Products consumed for further 
manufacture in the factory are excluded. 


(av) Work done for customers—It comprises work 
done by the factory for other concerns on repair 
and maintenance xs also manufacturing work 
done on materials supplied by the latter. The value 
is net of any disoouat or rebates and other draw- 
back allowed to customer and payments for 

' carriage outward. 


(avr) Output—It is the aggregate value of products and 
by-products manufactured for sale and of work 
done for customers and is adjusted for the 
difference in stocks of semi-finished goods at the 
beginning and at the end of the survey year.

(zo) Value added by manufacture—This represents 
that part of the value of the product which is 
created in the factory and is computed by 
deducting from the gross ex-factory value of 
output, the gross value of input.
